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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC/l02

2. Claims 25-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by the disclosed 
prior art in Applicant's specification. 

Applicant's disclosed prior art shows a device manufacturing method comprising the 
steps of 

exposing a wafer with a device pattern by use of an exposure apparatus, and 
developing the exposed wafer.
